shiper of India. 


Parhaps no race of people is less known 


or more interesting to the student and 
traveler than the Parsees or Fire Wor- 
shipers of India. They are delightful 
hosts, and as it was my good fortune to 
form the acquaintance of Sir Framgee 
Deinshaw Petit, who was knighted for a 
gift of $500,000 to ail educational insti- 
tution, I will endeavor to describe an 
entertainment I attended at his palace. 


Sir Framgee lived in patriarchal mag- 


nificence, and when his whole family 
is seated at table they number fifty- 
five. We were received in the grand 
drawing room, as large ,3s a fair sized 
church, and presented to the ladies We 
found them pretty, intelligent and viva- 
cious, and it is no exaggeration to say 
that they compared quite favorably with 
their American sisters. 


The ladies were attired in graceful na- 


tive costumes. The dress consisted of a 
waist, such as is worn by Europeans, 
v ith a long scarf of embroidered silk or 
crape, called a sarrp, wrapped several 
times about the waist and falling in 
broad folds about the limbs in lieu of a 
skirt. One end of the sarro was brought 
over the head and dropped gracefully in 
front, constituting a very effective head- 
dress. 


Their jewels were magnificent. No 


crowned head of Europe possesses their 
equal, and such an array of diamonds, 
pearls, sapphires and 
emeralds can 


scarcely be imagined. One of the guests 
wore eight strings of pearls, which far 
excelled the celebrated necklace of Queen 
Marguerite of Italy. 


The state costume of the men is white, 


but on ordinary occasions they appear 
attired in the conventional European 
evening dress. One peculiarity of their 
costume is not, however, to bo met in, a 
London drawing room. They never un- 
cover their heads, and a high, conical 
Persian hat—or at meals a skull cap- 
always completes then: dress. 


On' the occasion I am describing an 


orchestra played selections from Italian 
operas, and after comersing a while 
upon topics of universal interest, our 
host made a sign to the servants, who 
brought in baskets filled with large bou- 
quets of eastei n flowers. 


Each lady selected one, sprinkled it 


with rose water from a tall silver vase, 
presented it to the gentleman who was 
to escort her to dinner, and then, taking 
bis arm, showed the w.iy to where a 
table was spread, overlooking tho sea. 


There wo wero regaled with tea, cof- 


fee, cakes, fruits, and twenty-two kinds 
of delicious natho sweets, which had 
been collected in honor ot our coming. 
It was au event not to be foi;',otten. 


The waving palms and tropical flowers, 


the splash of the waves, mingling with 
the soft strains of music, beautiful 
women with flashing jewels and graceful 
dress, were typical of the languid, dreamy 
east, and carried one unconsciously bacK 
to tho days of Haroun al Easchid. 


When tea was over wo were taken for 


a delightful drive in handsome European 
turnouts and then to dine at another 
Parseo house-. The ceremony was long, 
and stately, all tho dishes were native, 
but tho wines were European, and this 
dinner, with that exception, was repre- 
sentative of native manners before they 
had received the European touch. 


The ladies whom wo escorted gave us 


bouquets, as in the afternoon, and tho 
host hung cliaplets of white jasmines 
about our necks and wrists. 


The menu cards bore gilded crests and 


they gave us bonbons wrapped in gold 
leaf to carry away. It was a dream of 
tho east, but the perfectly appointed 
table, surrounded by intelligent men and 
graceful women, made it hard to believe 
that the members of this refined society 
were the fire worshipers we, had been 
brought up to despise as heathen.— 
America. 


The Giotesque Arizona Cactus. 


Foremost among tho sights which call 


forth exclamations of astonishment from 
tho tourist is that of the grotesquo cactus 
of Arizona territory. Like other trop- 
ical productions, it is totally unlike any 
preconceived notions of what nature 
could design. The plant is leafless, hav- 
ing a bare, fleshy stock, protected every- 
where by sharp and venomous barbs. 
Its flowers are considered among the 
choicest, varying from white and yellow 
to deep crimson or purple. These blos- 
soms, capitulum, are wax like, and their 
inflorescence calls to mind Alladin's 
fabled experience among the fairy plants, 
with their sparkling fruits of diamonds 
and other gems. 


The fruit*is egg shaped, with a crown 


on the upper side, and is generally de- 
licious, presenting as varied colors as the 
flowers. It contains a large quantity of 
seeds, surrounded by a nicely flavored 
juicy substance. In different species tho 
fruit in si/.o is all tho way up from a 
canary's to an ostrich's egg. The cactus 
is almost imperishable, and can live 
many months without water, although 
it is only seen in its perfection under a 
plentiful supply. So hardy is the plant 
that a piece from any part will take root 
and grow if placed in the ground, even 
though :t ha • 'ain around for a time. It 
thrives equally well on a piece of bare 
rock in a scorching tropical sun as it 
would packed in ice in a northern zone. 
It is a paradox—a curiosity in the vege- 
table kingdom.—Corona*News Letter.

A MlllimialiVs Son Traced by a Wheel 


Mark on an Overcoat—A Wi'd Bide 
with Itelays-Shipplns Bullion In a Cask 
of Mola*8es for Safety. 
"Stage robbing was almost a legiti- 


mate business in early days," said an old 
Comstocker. 


"The express company lost a great 


deal of money in that way, and at last 
James Oannon was sent up to Virginia 
to break up the business. 
He was a 


shrewd 
man, and 
ho devised more 


schemes for outwitting tho road agents 
than you ever heard of. He sent treasure 
in sacks of potatoes, which were loaded 
on prairie schooners, and even the drivers 
never suspected that they wero carrying 
anything more valuable than potatoes. I 
Jiave known him to drop a barof bullion 
into n cask of molasses and send it 
through safely, when he knew tho agents 
were watching for it. It was Gannon 
who thought of sending shotgun mes- 
cengers on the stages, and he made them 
carry their guna with the muzzles rest- 
ing on their toes, so that they didn't dare 
to fall asleep. He broko up stage rob- 
bing as a branch of the general mer- 
chandise business by making it too 
risky. 


A 11ECKUISS RIDE. 


"While I was keeping-a saloon in Vir- 


ginia City, Clem Lee and three other fel- 
lows, whoso names havo slipped my 
memory, came into tho camp and started 
a big faro game close to my place. They 
had §20,000 in tho.drawer, and I think 
they had got hold of the coin by holding 
up a stage. They did a big business and 
were making plenty of money. 


"It was the custom then to close up 


the games at 12 o'clock on Sunday night. 
Clem and one of his partners came to 
me and asked me to mix them up two 
bottles of cocktails. He wanted them 
'n champagne bottles and had tho labels 
scratched off. 
I wondered what all that 


meant, and I found out later. I also no- 
ticed that Clem Lee had borrowed a 
light overcoat from Charlie Dexter.

How Celluloid In Manufactured. 


While everybody has heard of, or seen, 


or used celluloid, only a few know what 
it is composed of or how it is made. The 
following ia a description of the process 
carried out in a factory near Paris for 
the production of celluloid: 


A roll of paper is slowly unwound, and 


at tho same time saturated with a mix- 
ture of five parts of sulphuric acid and 
two parts of nitric acid, which falls upon 
the paper in line spray. This, changes 
the cellulose of the paper into proxylin 
gun cotton. The excess of the acid hav- 
ing been expelled by pressure, tho paper 
is washed with plenty of water until all 
traces of acid havo been removed. It is 
then reduced to a pulp, and passes on to 
tho bleachmg tiough. 


Most of tho water having been got rid 


of by means of a strainer, the pulp is 
mixed with from 20 to 40 per cent, of its 
weight in camphor, and the mixture 
thoroughly triturated under millstones. 
Tho necessaiy coloring having been add- 
ed in the form of powder, a second mix- 
ing and grinding follows. 


The finely divided pulp is then spread 


out in thin layers on slabs, and from 
twenty to twenty-five of these layers are 
placed in a hydraulic press, separated 
from one another by some sheets of thick 
blotting paper, and aro subjected to a 
pressure of 150 atmospheres, until all 
traces of moisture havo been got Irid of. 
Tho matter is then passed between rollers 
heated to between 140 and 
ICO degs.

Charlie Dexter camo along with his 
light overcoat on. Gannon glanced at 
hia sleeve, taw the wheel mark and 
gathered him in. Of course, it didn't 
take Dexter long to remember who had 
his coat on the night of the robbery, and 
the three gamblers were captured and 
eent to prison.
